Not 
less different were tho characters and 
temperaments of tho two meu. Glad- 
stone changed his political opinions 
many times during his long parliament- 
ary career, but ho changed his opin- 
ions only in deference to tho force, of. a 
growing conviction and to the recog- 
nition of facts and conditions which 
he could no longer conscientiously dis- 
pu te. Nobody probably ever knew what 
Mr. Disraeli's real opinions we.ro upon 
any political question or whether ho 
had any real opinions at all.

Disraeli began 
as an extreme Radical tinder tho pat- 
ronage of Daniel O'Connoll and changed 
into a Tory. But everybody knew that 
Gladstone was at first a sincere Tory 
and at last a sincere Radical. Nobody 
kucw, or, indeed, eared, whether Dis- 
raeli ever was either a sincere Radical 
or a sincere, Tory. — Justin McCarthy in 
Outlook.
